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During  May,  1959,  action  was  taken  by  the  Bureau  of  Economic  and  Business 
Research  to  initiate  a  new  series  of  research  projects  to  investigate  the  resource 
base  of  Utah  and  to  formulate  a  program  which  would  provide  a  rational  basis  for 
public  and  private  development,  with  adequate  attention  paid  to  the  possible  alter¬ 
native  and  their  economic  consequences.  This  was  in  line  with  the  continuing  basic 
objectives  of  the  Bureau  and  the  University  in  providing  service  to  the  community. 
In  addition  to  the  general  objective,  there  was  a  serious  need  for  a  careful  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  public  lands  within  the  state.  Congressional  action  during  August, 
1958,  opened  the  way  for  the  selection  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  Utah. 

Preliminary  investigation  was  undertaken  in  June,  1959,  using  research  funds 
appropriated  by  the  administration  of  the  University.  During  August,  1959,  a 
matching  appropriation  was  provided  by  the  Utah  State  Land  Board  for  the  support 
of  the  public  land  investigations.  The  grants  to  the  Bureau  bv  the  University  and 
the  State  Land  Board  were  renewed  during  i960. 

Within  the  framework  of  the  overall  objectives,  specific  investigations  have 
been  developed  and  carried  out  by  and  under  the  direction  of  four  principal  research¬ 
ers  on  an  autonomous  basis.  These  include,  Osmond  L.  Harline,  Director,  Bureau 
of  Economic  and  Business  Research;  J.  R.  Mahoney,  Resources  Specialist, 
Bureau  of  Economic  and  Business  Research;  Claron  E.  Nelson,  Assistant  Professor 
of  Economics;  and  Jewell  J.  Rasmussen,  Professor  of  Economics  and  Chairman  of 
Economics  Department. 

Land  in  Utah  presents  the  procedures  used  and  summary  results  obtained  from 
an  investigation  to  determine  land  status  within  the  state.  The  report  also  includes 
a  brief  outline  and  summary  of  the  land  records  maintained  by  the  various  agencies. 
The  general  procedure  for  checking  the  records  was  developed  and  tested  during  the 
summer  of  1959.  Irving  N.  Fisher  joined  the  project  in  October,  and  since  that 
time  has  served  as  'straw  boss’  for  the  researchers  working  in  the  various  offices, 
innovator  and  consultant  in  modifications  to  improve  the  efficiency  and  accuracy 
of  the  procedure,  troubleshooter  to  run  down  the  unusual  or  difficult  status 
problems,  and  finally  as  the  man  responsible  for  getting  the  desired  information 
from  the  thousands  of  punch-cards  describing  the  specific  tracts  of  land.  The  detail 
work  in  the  land  offices  was  performed  by  the  following  research  assistants:  Diane 
Edminster,  Don  Stringham,  Don  Domgaard,  Steven  Stutz,  and  Richard  Assenberg. 
Frank  Lombard,  Hal  Hatch,  Niel  Jensen,  and  Lloyd  Platt  have  taken  care  of  the 
drafting  of  the  status  plats,  and  Julia  Bryson  and  Marilyn  Bain  have  provided 
assistance  in  the  office. 

A  special  note  of  appreciation  should  be  given  to  the  personnel  in  the  state 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  and  in  the  Utah  State  Land  Office,  whose 
willing  assistance  was  so  important  and  essential  to  the  investigation.  The  errors 
and  omissions  in  the  report  are  the  responsibility  of  the  writer.  However,  the 
reading  of  the  manuscript  and  the  valuable  suggestions  offered  by  the  project  staff 
and  particularly  by  Drs.  Harline,  Mahoney,  and  Rasmussen  are  gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Generally  there  is  no  accurate  source  for  summary  information  as  to  the 
ownership  and/or  availability  status  of  land  in  Utah.  In  addition  to  lands  in 
private  ownership,  there  are  millions  of  acres  under  Federal  and  state  control. 
Although  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  is  responsible  for  record  keeping  and 
the  management  of  the  largest  portion  of  the  Federal  public  domain,  many  different 
agencies  exercise  administrative  control  oveT  significant  acreages.  In  some  instances 
there  may  be  two  or  more  “withdrawals,”  for  National  Forest,  power  sites,  mineral 
reserves,  etc.,  on  one  tract  of  land.  This  situation  plus  the  sheer  magnitude  of 
the  task  of  record  keeping  for  the  millions  of  acres  for  a  period  of  over  a  hundred 
years  has  created  many  problems  and  inconsistencies  in  the  reporting.  Published 
reports  still  indicate  ownership  and/or  administrative  control  for  about  53,100,000 
acres  of  land,  or  about  400,000  acres  more  than  exist  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
state.1 

At  the  same  time,  detailed  information  covering  specific  tracts  of  land  may 
be  obtained  by  careful  research,  which  often  involves  the  checking  of  a  number  of 
different  records  which  may  be  located  in  either  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
or  the  Utah  State  Land  Office.  To  do  this  accurately  requires  not  only  a  knowledge 
of  the  records,  but  it  is  usually  necessary  for  the  investigator  to  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  history  of  the  public  domain,  its  acquisition,  disposal,  and  management. 

There  is  a  general  need  for  land  information  to  be  used  in  the  planning  and 
management  of  the  public  lands.  The  Congressional  action  of  the  Nineteenth 
Century,  which  set  aside  a  land  endowment  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  of  the 
state,  coupled  with  the  1958  passage  of  Public  Law  771,  pertaining  to  indemnity 
selections,  provided  a  compelling  and  immediate  need  for  this  information.  This 
publication  reports  on  research  undertaken  to  fulfill  this  requirement  for  detailed 
land  status  information. 

Part  I  has  three  objectives:  (1)  to  outline  the  procedures  used  in  developing 
accurate  information  as  to  the  ownership  and  availability  status  of  lands  in  Utah; 
(2)  to  make  generally  available  preliminary  summary  information  pertaining  to 
the  ‘school  section’  grants  authorized  in  the  Territorial  Act  and  the  State  Enabling 
Act;  and  (3)  to  indicate  the  status  information  that  has  been  collected  and 
summarized  in  usable  form  by  the  Bureau  of  Economic  and  Business  Research. 

Part  II  is  intended  to  provide  a  ‘pocket  guide’  to  the  records  describing  the 
lands  of  Utah;  both  Federal  and  state.  This  is  really  a  by-product  of  the  research 
analysis,  but  one  that  is  essential  as  a  starting  point  for  any  land  investigator.  It 
is  hoped  that  its  inclusion  will  save  others  some  of  the  hours  needed  to  develop  a 
background  which  enables  the  investigator  to  ask  intelligent  questions  of  the  land 
office  staffs,  and  at  the  same  time  make  things  a  little  easier  for  the  most  helpful 
public  servants  in  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  and  the  State  Land  Office.

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HISTORICAL 

BACKGROUND 


PART  I.  STATUS 

Fourteen  months  after  war  with  Mexico  was  declared,  147  emigrants  from 
the  United  States  emerged  from  the  western  canyons  of  the  Rocky  Mountains 
on  July  24,  1847,  t0  establish  permanent  homes  in  the  unsettled  Mexican  territory 
known  as  the  Great  Basin.  They  immediately  started  laying  out  a  community, 
for  which  the  plans  had  already  been  prepared,  under  the  direction  of  Brigham 
Young.  By  August  20,  1847,  Professor  Orson  Pratt  and  Henry  G.  Sherwood  had 
surveyed  135  square  blocks  of  10  acres  each.  The  survey  initial  point  was  established 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Temple  Block.  The  farming  lands  surrounding  the 
city  of  Great  Salt  Lake”  were  laid  out  into  5,  10,  and  20  acre  lots.  Individuals 
obtained  their  tract  of  land,  both  city  and  field,  by  '‘drawing  lots.”  Ownership 
was  recorded  on  a  plat,  as  shown  below,2  and  a  “pioneer  tract  book.”3

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The  negotiations  for  purchase  of  the  Pacific  Southwest,  proposed  by  President 
Andrew  Jackson,  had  failed  in  1835.  However,  on  February  2,  1848,  a  treaty  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  city  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo,  Mexico,  ended  hostilities  between  the 
United  States  and  Mexico,  and  provided  for  the  cession  from  Mexico  of  nearly 
340  million  acres  for  less  than  5  cents  per  acre.  Included  in  this  area  was  all  of 
the  present  State  of  Utah. 

Congress  on  February  21,  1855,  passed  the  Territorial  Act.  On  July  29  of  the 
same  year  the  first  U.  S.  Surveyor  General  for  the  Utah  Territory  reached  the 
area.  He  found  established  surveys  of  “'Great  Salt  Lake  City,”  Ogden,  Provo, 
Logan  and  several  other  communities.  The  confederation  Congress  in  1785, 
provided  that  a  system  of  rectangular  surveys4  would  be  made  for  the  public  lands. 
Therefore,  Surveyor  General  David  Burr,  on  August  31,  1855,  wrote  the  General 
Land  Office  in  Washington: 

“I  have  established  the  initial  point  for  the  survey  of  this  valley  at 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  Temple  Block  in  the  center  of  this  city  (Salt 
Lake),  and  am  having  a  stone  cut  to  place  at  the  spot  for  the  monument.”

The  stone  was  shortly  thereafter  placed  in  position  and  remains  intact  today  as 
the  initial  point  (the  intersection  of  the  Base  Line  and  the  Salt  Lake  Meridian) 
for  most  of  the  land  surveys  in  Utah.  The  Uintah  Meridian  and  Base  Line  were 
established  in  1875  as  a  result  of  President  Lincoln’s  1861  order  setting  aside  the 
Uinta  Indian  Reservation  in  northeastern  Utah  Territory. 

The  survey  office  was  maintained  in  Salt  Lake  until  June  30,  1862,  when  it 
was  removed  to  Denver  and  consolidated  with  the  Colorado  office.  It  was  re¬ 
established  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  November  1,  1868.  In  1872  a  portion  of  the  state 
was  placed  in  the  Beaver  Land  District  with  headquarters  at  Fillmore.  The  Vernal 
Land  Office  was  established  in  1905.  By  the  end  of  1927  all  Federal  land  offices 
in  Utah  were  consolidated  with  the  Salt  Lake  office.  At  the  present  time  all 
transactions  pertaining  to  the  public  domain  in  Utah  are  handled  through  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management’s  Utah  Land  Office  located  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
All  titles,  whether  to  land,  mines,  or  city  property,  are  based  on  the  first  passing 
of  title  from  the  Federal  government. 

GRANTS  TO  UTAH  Under  the  Act  of  Congress  passed  in  February,  1855,  sections  16  and  36  of 

each  township  were  reserved  ‘‘for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  to  the  schools  of 
said  Territory,”  and  also  a  “quantity  of  land  equal  to  two  townships”  was  reserved 
for  the  establishment  of  a  University  in  the  said  Territory.  In  the  Utah  Enabling 
Act,  July  16,  1894,  Congress  added  sections  2  and  32  to  the  school  lands  and

set  up  extensive  grants  to  other  public  institutions.  These  “floating  grants”  could 
be  selected,  subject  to  prior  appropriation,  from  any  place  on  the  public  domain. 

Title  to  the  school  section  grants  attaches  to  the  state  on  approval  of  the 
cadastral  survey,  subject  to  prior  rights.  The  original  survey  has  still  not  been 
completed  for  large  areas  of  the  state,  including  nearly  400,000  acres  of  school 
sections.  In  addition,  prior  claims  have  precluded  the  transfer  of  title  to  the  state 
of  the  four  school  sections  in  some  townships  when  survey  has  been  approved. 
These  prior  claims  include  townsite  patents,  occupation  of  the  land  under  pre¬ 
emption  rights,  homestead  entry,  mining  entry,  desert  land  entry,  and  so  on;  plus 
many  withdrawals  by  the  Federal  government  establishing  National  Forests, 
National  Parks,  Indian  Reservations,  or  setting  aside  specific  tracts  for  mineral 
reserves,  reclamation  and  power  site  developments,  administrative  sites,  etc. 

Provision  was  made  in  various  Executive  Orders  and  other  withdrawal  actions 
removing  land  from  the  open  public  domain  for  the  selection  of  indemnity  lands 
by  the  state  as  compensation  for  those  tracts  that  become  unavailable  prior  to 
completion  of  the  survey.  The  provisions  were  not  completely  compensatory  in 
that  mineral  land  could  not  be  selected  even  though  the  land  that  was  lost  was 
mineral  in  character.  However,  during  August,  1958,  Congress  passed  Public  Law 
771  which  permits  the  state  to  select  mineral  and  non-mineral  lands  as  indemnity 
for  all  school  sections  “lost”  because  of  prior  public  or  private  claims,  provided 
of  course  that  indemnity  lands  had  not  previously  been  received  in  lieu  of  the 
specific  school  sections.  Thus  the  establishment  of  the  mineral  character  of  the 
“base  lands”  (sections  lost  because  of  prior  rights)  at  the  time  the  application 
is  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  permits  the  state  to  receive  lieu 
lands  that  are  mineral  in  character. 

At  the  inception  of  the  research  investigations  on  the  public  lands,  it  was 
very  apparent  that  no  completely  reliable  information  was  available  as  to  the  volume 
of  lands  that  could  be  selected,  the  character  of  the  base  lands  or  of  the  lands 
open  for  selection,  or  in  some  instances  even  who  the  owner  or  controlling  agency 
was  for  specific  tracts  of  lands.  As  noted  in  the  introduction  there  were  obvious 
differences  between  Federal  and  state  records.  In  some  instances,  although  both 
sets  of  records  are  in  agreement,  examination  of  the  details  of  the  transactions 
involving  a  particular  piece  of  land  indicated  that  the  general  records  are  in  error. 

Little  could  be  done  in  terms  of  predicting  potentials  or  actual  lieu  land 
selection  without  accurate  information  as  to  the  ownership  and  availability  status 
of  specific  tracts  of  land.  Therefore,  to  provide  a  sound  basis  for  the  analyses,  a 
procedure  was  developed  to  ferret  out  the  inaccuracies  in  the  records  so  that  reliable 
status  information  would  be  available.  The  procedure  required  systematic  checking 
of  a  minimum  of  seven  different  types  of  records  in  the  Bureau  of  Land  Manage¬ 
ment  and  state  land  offices.  This  involved  the  examination  of  ownership  and 
withdrawal  information  for  each  tract  of  land  in  the  2,559  townships,  covering  the 
approximately  52.7  million  acres  of  land  in  Utah.  The  various  records  were 
compared,  and  if  they  were  in  agreement  and  no  other  inconsistencies  were  evident, 
the  status  as  indicated  was  assumed  to  be  correct.  Any  indication  of  error  was 
checked  out  by  inspecting  the  original  document(s)  that  affected  the  specific  tract. 

An  example  of  the  procedure  followed  is  included  to  illustrate  briefly  the 
methodology  and  indicate  the  basis  for  the  results  presented  later  in  this  report 
and  to  be  included  in  subsequent  reports.  Also,  one  of  the  significant  problems 
for  anyone  undertaking  investigations  in  an  unfamiliar  and  specialized  area  is  that 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  sources  of  information  and  the  names  of  these 
sources  so  that  they  become  accessible.  Since  everyone  is  interested  in  land  and

many  individuals  become  involved  in  checking  land  records,  with  respect  to  general 
availability,  ownership  or  leases,  this  report  will  identify  and  present  examples  of 
many  of  the  different  types  of  records  and  indicate  how  they  might  be  useful. 

The  procedure  for  determination  of  the  ownership  and  withdrawal  status  of 
Section  2  (a  school  section),  Township  2  North,  Range  21  East,  Salt  Lake  Meridian 
is  shown  below.  The  Master  Title  Plat  (MTP)  of  BLM  was  used  as  a  worksheet 
and  starting  point  for  the  specific  area  investigations.5  For  Section  2,  this  plat 
shows  the  NW4,-  N2SW4,  SE4SW4,  and  the  SW4SE4  as  having  been  used  by 
the  state  as  base  lands.  Comparison  with  the  ‘Old’  Plat  Book  shows  no  base  used 
in  Section  2  (the  NE4SW4  of  Section  3  has  a  notation  of  the  type  that  should 
appear  in  Section  2  if  it  were  in  agreement  with  the  Master  Title  Plat).  The 
shading  of  Section  2  in  the  three  state  plat  books  would  indicate  that  the  state 
received  title  to  all  of  the  section.  The  shading  in  the  mineral  book  plus  the  lack 
of  a  “C”  number  and  a  patent  number  in  any  part  would  indicate  that  the  state 
has  retained  surface  and  mineral  rights  to  all  640  acres.  The  numbers  in  the  section 
on  two  of  the  plats  indicate  mineral  and  grazing  leases.'4

A  comparison  of  the  Historical  Index  and  the  ‘Old’  Tract  Book  reveals  the 
same  inconsistency  as  was  noted  between  the  new  and  ‘old'  Federal  plats .

The  Historical  Index  shows  part  of  Section  2  used  as  base  while  the  older 
record  mentions  only  a  reclamation  withdrawal  in  Section  2,  instead  of  a  notation 
similar  to  that  shown  for  Section  36  which  indicates  that  it  was  “used  as  base  for 
indemnity  selection.”  Although  at  this  point  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  Indemnity 
List  Number  37  should  be  checked,  the  usual  procedure  was  to  compare  the  records 
with  the  School  Card  for  inconsistencies  as  the  next  step .

only.  The  'new’  records  were  reconstructed  by  a  private  contractor  starting  in  19  56. 7 
In  this  instance,  a  document  had  been  misfiled  by  the  contractor  in  R.  21  E. 
instead  of  R.  20  E.  and  the  entries  were  erroneously  entered  on  the  wrong  plat 
and  chronological  index. 

A  check  of  Section  2  in  Range  20  East  indicates  that  the  state  does  not  have 
title  to  the  subdivisions  in  question,  but  the  “new”  Master  Title  Plat  shows  only 
the  one  forty  acre  tract  used  as  base,  instead  of  all  of  the  land  west  of  the  Green 
River.  This  has  now  been  corrected  on  the  Federal  records.

Other  not  so  obvious  errors  have  been  brought  to  light  through  use  of  the 
systematic  checking  procedure  for  the  entire  state.  The  most  striking  example, 
and  most  valuable  from  the  state’s  standpoint,  was  in  Township  40  South,  Range 
25  East,  Section  32,  Salt  Lake  Meridian.  Both  BLM  and  state  records  indicated 
that  the  entire  school  section  had  been  used  as  base,  and  hence  the  state  had  no 
claim  to  any  acreage.  This  very  valuable  land  located  in  the  center  of  the  Aneth 
oil  structure  had  undoubtedlv  been  checked  many  times  by  land  speculators,  oil 
company  representatives,  etc.  However,  detailed  checking  using  the  developed 
procedure  indicated  that  80  acres  actually  belong  to  the  State  of  Utah.  This 
ownership  claim  for  80  acres  has  since  been  confirmed  by  the  director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Land  Management. 

The  status  determination  for  each  tract  of  land  in  Utah  has  been  completed 
and  recorded  on  the  township  work  plats.  In  addition  the  status  information  is 
summarized  on  acetate  plats,  drawn  at  a  scale  of  2"  equals  1  mile,  which  permit 
reproduction  at  a  nominal  cost.  A  few  masters  covering  blocks  of  townships  in 
special  areas  have  also  been  prepared  (including  Aneth  area,  Lisbon  Valley,  Green- 
river  area,  Naval  Oil  Shale  Reserve,  etc. ) .  Some  experimentation  has  been  directed 
toward  development  of  photographic  mosaics  of  township  blocks  using  the  original 
township  masters  without  additional  drafting  necessary. 
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At  the  present  time  the  public  lands  project  has  developed  the  basic  data 
which  will  permit  the  determination,  with  minimal  effort,  of  the  following  status 
information  for  any  specific  area  in  the  state: 


( 1 )  Ownership  of  surface  and  mineral  rights  including 

(a)  private  lands, 

(b)  state  lands, 

(c)  Federal  lands. 

(2)  Federal  withdrawals  (by  type). 

(3)  State  leases. 

(4)  School  section  base  lands  used  for  the  selection  of  lieu  lands. 

(5)  Lieu  lands  selected  and  their  disposition. 

(6)  Survey  status  and  the  lands  for  which  title  will  attach  to  the  state  when  they 
are  surveyed. 

(7)  Federal  open  lands  (lands  that  may  be  selected  as  indemnity  for  school  sections 
lost  in  place) . 


Punch-card  records  To  incorporate  maximum  flexibility  and  facilitate  the  compilation  of  infor¬ 

mation  needed  in  the  research  analyses,  punch-card  records  have  been  developed. 
The  system  is  designed  for  manipulation  on  regular  punch-card  tabulation  equip¬ 
ment  and  on  the  University’s  digital  computer.  Cards  have  been  prepared  for  every 
tract  in  all  school  sections  plus  the  northern  part  and  some  of  the  eastern  area  of 
the  state.8  Detailed  township  by  township  listings,  amounting  to  approximately 
27,500  entries,  have  been  prepared  for  the  school  sections. 

Previously,  from  a  practical  standpoint,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  this  type 
of  information  for  significant  areas  of  the  state.  The  details  for  limited  areas  could 
be  developed  only  as  a  result  of  very  tedious  and  careful  research.  As  of  June, 
1961,  the  details  may  be  obtained  for  any  desired  area  in  roughly  one-half  of  the 
state.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  punch-cards  covering  all  of  Utah  will  be  prepared 
by  September,  1961. 

The  following  tables  successively  reproduce  examples  of  the  detail  information 
that  is  available  as  to  the  ownership  and  withdrawal  status  for  the  sample  township 
previously  used,  T.  2  N.,  R.  21  E.9;  two  sample  county  summaries;  and  the  acreage 
summary  for  the  school  sections. 

Detailed  status  information  for  the  Federal  and/or  state  lands  is  available 
in  the  respective  land  offices  on  plats.  However,  previously  there  has  been  no 
single  source  of  consolidated  information  for  a  particular  area,  and  there  has  been 
no  easy  means  of  obtaining  listings  or  totals  for  anything  but  the  smallest  area. 
The  flexible  punch-card  system  employed  makes  it  possible  to  obtain  detail  listings 
by  tract  as  shown  in  the  following  table.

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PART  II.  LAND  RECORDS  IN  UTAH 

This  section  is  included  for  those  who  may  be  unfamiliar  with  the  system  of 
rectangular  survey,  or  who  may  be  interested  in  working  in  the  records  pertaining 
to  specific  tracts  of  land.  Samples  of  many,  though  not  all,  of  the  records  are 
reproduced,  identified,  and  a  minimum  of  explanation  is  included. 

CADASTRAL  SURVEYS  The  general  scheme  of  the  rectangular  system  of  survey  provides  for  the 

subdivision  of  an  area  into  townships,  each  six  miles  square.  Commencing  with 
the  base  line,  the  townships  are  numbered  to  the  north  and  south.  Range  numbers 
relate  the  location  of  the  township  east  and  west  of  the  principal  meridian.  Thus, 
for  example,  Township  40  South,  Range  25  East  identifies  the  36  square  mile  area 
that  is  in  the  fortieth  (east-west)  band  of  townships  south  of  the  base  line,  and  in 
the  twenty-fifth  (north-south)  band  of  townships  east  of  the  Salt  Lake  Meridian. 
The  southeast  corner  of  the  township  is  approximately  240  miles  (40  x  6 
miles/township)  south  and  150  miles  (25  x  6)  east  of  the  initial  point  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Temple  Square.  The  distances  are  only  approximate  because 
of  the  timing  and  manner  of  area  settlement,  and  the  early  survey  procedures 
followed.  Some  partial  townships  have  been  established  to  cover  or  exhaust  all 
area  where  the  rectangular  pattern  of  survey  does  not  meet  as  it  theoretically  should 
if  all  surveying  were  done  today  working  out  from  the  initial  point. 

The  townships  are  subdivided  by  running  parallel  lines  in  a  north-south  direc¬ 
tion  and  in  an  east-west  direction.  The  lines  are  spaced  one  mile  apart  so  as  to 
create  36  separate  mile  square  (640  acre)  sections.  Section  numbering  commences 
in  the  northeast  corner,  with  section  1,  proceeds  west  to  section  6,  south  to  section 
7,  east  to  section  12,  south  to  13,  and  so  on  in  a  serpentine  manner  to  section  36, 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  township. 

Sections  are  subdivided  into  quarter  sections,  160  acres,  and  these  are  in  turn 
broken  into  four  quarters  of  40  acres  each.  For  example,  the  40  acre  tract  that 
is  the  southeast  quarter  of  the  northwest  quarter  section  is  referred  to  as  “SE4NW4.” 
Irregular  areas  which  do  not  exactly  fit  the  above  pattern  because  of  terrain  features 
or  the  survey  are  designated  as  ‘lots/  Thus  a  “large”  section  may  have  many  “lots” 
of  40  acres  each  plus  some  irregularly  sized  lots  to  fill  out  the  area  of  the  section 
(there  is  one  section  in  the  state  which  has  59  lots).

The  basic  land  records  prepared  by  BLM  are  the  “new”  land  plats  and  the 
chronological  record  of  transactions  known  as  the  Historical  Index.  Specimens 
of  these  records  have  been  used  extensively  in  Part  I  of  this  publication.11  However, 
no  previous,  mention  has  been  made  as  to  the  different  plats  that  are  available.  The 
MTP,  Master  Title  Plat,  is  the  primary  plat  record,  with  special  plats  drawn  to 
depict  some  extensive  activity  that  has  occurred  in  a  particular  township.  Thus 
as  shown  below,  there  is  also  an  O  G  Plat  which  shows  the  oil  and  gas  leases  that 
have  been  issued  for  tracts  in  T.  2  N.,  R.  21  E.,  and  a  Use  Plat  which  in  this 
instance  gives  the  additional  information  on  the  phosphate  leases  issued.

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In  addition  to  the  plats  and  chronological  index,  several  other  records  may 
prove  useful  if  it  is  necessary  to  check  out  the  status  on  a  particular  piece  of  land. 
The  ‘Old’  Tract  Book12  and  the  ‘ Old ’  Plat  Book,  as  shown  below,  the  Townsite 
Tract  Book,  on  the  following  page  and  the  School  Card  are  some  of  these  records. 
Of  primary  importance  for  all  transactions  pertaining  to  change  in  status  of  the 
public  domain  is  the  Serial  Register.  This  is  essentially  a  case  abstract.  The  date 
and  time  of  filing  of  the  application,  a  listing  of  all  pertinent  documents  and  the 
action  taken  are  all  included.  Even  though  the  change  in  status  may  be  complete, 
such  as  a  Public  Land  Order  issued,  when  the  local  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
office  is  notified,  they  still  prepare  the  Serial  Register  pages.

Disposal  of  the  public  domain,  and  transfer  to  private  ownership  have  been 
provided  for  by  a  large  body  of  law  enacted  by  Congress  which  provides  for  grants 
for  special  programs  (Railroad  Grants,  etc.),  and  for  disposal  for  cash  or  under 
provisions  of  various  legislative  acts  permitting  settlement  (public  auctions  and 
sales,  preemption,  homestead,  veterans,  etc.). 


Serial  Register  pages 
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Several  Congressional  actions  have  had  a  significant  effect  on  the  settlement 
of  Utah.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  legislation  settlers  were  permitted  to  enter 
upon  public  lands  and  to  secure  patent  after  complying  with  specified  rules  as  to 
residence  and  cultivation.  The  General  Preemption  law  required  payment  of  a 
minimum  statutory  price.  However,  with  the  signing  of  the  first  of  the  homestead 
acts  in  1862  by  President  Lincoln  the  payment  was  eliminated.  This  series  of 
acts  permitted  the  settlement  of  from  160  to  640  acres,  although  320  acres  is  the 
present  maximum.  Patent  was  awarded  after  construction  of  a  habitable  house, 
placement  of  part  of  the  land  under  cultivation,  and  residence  of  five  years  or,  later, 
three  years.  The  Desert  Land  Act  eliminated  the  residency  requirement,  but 
provided  that  irrigation  and  cultivation  must  be  demonstrated  and  a  payment  of 
$1.25  per  acre  required. 

The  preceding  page  illustrates  the  Serial  Register  entries  that  are  made  for 
homestead  entry.

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The  classification  provisions  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act  of  1934  require  prior 
classification  by  the  government  before  lands  may  be  settled,  with  the  exception 
of  Alaska.  Disposal  laws  still  in  effect,  or  laws  not  previously  mentioned  which 
have  been  important  in  Utah  include  the  following: 

Homestead  Act 
of  1862 

The  major  provisions  of  the  Homestead  Act,  as  amended,  are  still  in  force. 

Desert  Land  Act 

Desert  land  entries  “to  encourage  and  promote  the  reclamation,  by  irrigation, 
of  the  arid  and  semiarid  public  lands  of  the  western  states,  through  individual  effort 
and  private  capital”  are  permitted  by  existing  statute. 

Veterans'  privileges 

Under  legislation  granting  special  privileges  for  veterans  the  period  of  residence 
and  amount  of  cultivation  have  been  reduced,  depending  on  the  length  of  the 
veteran’s  service.  Also,  veterans  are  given  first  choice  of  lands  opened  to  entry 
under  the  homestead,  desert-land,  and  small  tract  laws. 

Small  Tracts  Act 

This  1938  statute  permits  the  sale  or  lease  of  tracts  of  5  acres  or  less  for  resi¬ 
dence,  recreation,  or  business  purposes.  The  price  is  never  less  than  the  appraised 
market  value,  and  in  many  instances  they  are  sold  by  competitive  bidding. 

Mining  Act  of  1872 

Deposits  of  nonleasable  minerals13  in  surveyed  and  unsurveyed  lands  in  the 
public  domain  are  open  to  occupation  and  purchase  under  the  Mining  Act  of  1872, 
as  amended.  Claims  are  located  in  accordance  with  local  custom  or  rules,  and 
the  holder  of  a  valid  mining  location  retains  exclusive  right  to  the  claim  for  mining 
purposes  so  long  as  he  satisfies  the  annual  assessment  requirements.  Lode  claims 
may  be  patented  by  meeting  certain  requirements  and  paying  $5.00  per  acre  for 
each  acre  or  fractional  part. 

Town  sites 

Legislation  with  respect  to  urban  centers  provided  first  for  established  com¬ 
munities  to  preempt  the  lands  they  occupied.  In  other  instances,  upon  application 
of  occupants,  the  site  is  surveyed  and  lots  sold  at  public  auction.  The  President 
is  authorized  to  reserve  “natural  and  prospective  centers  of  population”  for 
subdivision  into  lots  to  be  sold  at  public  auction. 

Federal  to  State 
Ownership 

Beginning  with  the  first  school  grant  made  to  Ohio  in  1803,  it  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  United  States  to  set  aside  certain  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  territory  or  state.  As  noted  earlier  the  Utah  Territorial  Act  granted 
sections  16  and  32  of  every  township  to  the  schools  and  the  acreage  equivalent 
of  two  townships  to  the  University.  The  Enabling  Act  added  sections  2  and  36 
plus  many  “floating”  grants  for  various  public  purposes.  The  first  two  notations 
on  every  township  Historical  Index  reserves  the  four  sections  for  the  common 
schools.  Title  to  the  “floating”  grants  is  transferred  by  selection  lists  and  indemnity 
selections14  are  recorded  on  the  Indemnity  Lists.

Indemnity  List  Number  120  records  the  transfer  of  the  40  acre  tract  in  the 
southwest  quarter  of  Section  3,  T.  2N.,  R.  21E  from  Federal  to  State  of  Utah 
ownership.  This  tract  was  in  turn  sold  by  the  state  on  a  ten  year  contract  to  a 
private  purchaser.  The  Certificate  of  Sale  Book  records  the  details  of  the  transaction. 
The  “C”  number  (or  cash  sale  number)  shown  on  the  County  Plat  serves  as  an 
index  to  the  Certificate  of  Sale. 

Although  it  is  not  legible  on  the  reproduction  of  the  sale  certificate,  the 
mineral  resources  were  reserved  to  the  state.  The  shading  on  the  Mineral  Plat 
indicates  state  ownership  of  these  mineral  rights.  (The  numbers  that  have  been 
crossed  out  on  the  Mineral  Plat  refer  to  cancelled  mineral  leases). 
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The  patent  number  for  state  patents  is  indicated  on  the  Topographical  Fiat. 
The  patent  itself  is  recorded  in  a  Patent  Book ,  which  in  turn  shows  the  cross  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Certificate  of  Sale.  As  shown  on  the  previous  page,  the  sale  record 
is  also  cross  referenced  with  respect  to  the  patent. 
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Federal  Withdrawals  Coexistent  with  the  legal  title  of  the  United  States  to  the  public  domain,  the 

native  Indians  have  been  entitled  to  the  rights  accruing  from  occupancy.  To 
protect  the  Indians  from  trespass,  Congress  in  1783  prohibited  settlement  on  lands 
claimed  or  inhabited  by  Indians.  Also,  no  one  may  purchase  or  receive  Indian 
lands  without  express  authority  of  Congress. 

Prior  to  the  establishment  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  in  1872,  other  res¬ 
ervations  for  public  purposes  were  relatively  small,  such  as  military  posts.  However, 
since  that  time  more  and  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  administration  and 
reservation  of  the  public  domain  for  the  actual  use  or  benefit  of  the  general  public 
interest  or  large  segments  of  the  population. 

A  number  of  agencies  have  been  founded  to  deal,  at  least  in  part,  with  specific 
aspects  of  the  conservation  of  lands  and  resources.  In  recent  years  the  agencies 
usually  initiate  withdrawals  by  filing  an  application  which  is  recorded  in  the  Serial 
Register  and  in  the  Historical  Index .

Congress  specifically  granted  the  power  to  the  President  in  1910  to  make  temporary 
withdrawals.  The  Supreme  Court  in  1915  held  that  through  the  years  the  President 
had  acquired  the  general  authority,  with  the  tacit  consent  of  Congress,  to  make 
withdrawals  in  the  public  interest.  This  authority  has  since  been  delegated  by  the 
President  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  actual  withdrawal  order  appears  in  several  forms  and  is  recorded  in  many 
places. 
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All  applications  for  withdrawal,  direct  agency  reservations,  and  Public  Land  Orders 
are  published  in  the  Federal  Register. 
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In  some  areas  there  may  be  several  reservations  for  a  specific  purpose  that 
have  been  effected  at  different  dates.  In  these  instances  the  Historical  Index  will 
have  several  entries,  both  for  applications  and  actual  withdrawals.  All  types  of  the 
“new”  plats  (the  Master  Title  Plat,  the  O  G  Plat,  the  Use  Plat,  and  other  special 
purpose  plats)  will  show  the  combined  area  withdrawn  for  a  specific  purpose  as 
of  the  date.  Note  that  some  tracts  may  be  reserved  for  more  than  one  purpose, 
multiple  withdrawals. 
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Some  withdrawals  are  in  the  form  of  Presidential  Executive  Orders,  as  shown 
below.  As  indicated  in  the  order,  the  lands  are  “reserved  for  classification  and  in 
aid  of  legislation”  under  the  authority  granted  by  Congress  in  1910,  as  amended, 
for  temporary  withdrawals.  However,  there  is  seldom  any  legislation  passed  to 
make  the  order  “permanent”  in  name,  even  though  it  is  usually  in  effect  until  such 
time  as  there  is  no  longer  any  need  for  the  reservation.

Before  1952-53  there  was  no  application  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Man¬ 
agement  as  a  prelude  to  withdrawal  of  land  for  public  purpose.  The  agencv  involved 
would  usually  issue  the  order  which  effected  the  reservation.  At  the  present  time, 
however,  most  submit  an  application  to  BLM  and  this  is  immediately  noted  on  the 
land  records  in  the  State  Office. 

In  the  case  illustrated  below,  the  Federal  Power  Commission  issued  the  order 
reserving  a  power  site  for  development  by  a  private  company,  Utah  Power  &  Light, 
which  had  applied  to  them  for  the  right  to  develop  a  facility  at  the  site. 
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The  filing  of  an  application  for  reservation  of  lands  is  in  effect  a  withdrawal 
until  such  time  as  final  action  is  taken.  An  application  initiates  a  sequence  of 
events  which  includes  posting  to  the  land  records,  notice  to  the  Federal  Register , 
to  newspapers  for  news  items,  to  Congressional  representatives,  etc.,  and  posting 
on  the  BLM  bulletin  board.  After  30  days  the  BLM  State  Office  forwards  all 
information,  comments  etc.  to  Washington  where  final  action  is  taken.

The  Federal  Mineral  Leasing  Act  of  1920,  as  amended  and  supplemented, 
provides  for  private  authorization  to  develop  and  produce  “leasable  minerals”  from 
public  lands.  These  so-called  leasable  minerals  include  oil  and  gas,  oil  shale,  coal, 
potash,  phosphate,  and  sodium,  generally  (with  some  special  provisions  as  to  sulphur 
and  silica  in  certain  areas;  and  gold,  silver,  and  quicksilver  on  certain  private  land 
claims) . 

To  obtain  a  lease  for  a  specific  mineral,  a  formal  application  is  filed  with  BLM 
in  the  Land  Office.  This  is  recorded  in  the  Serial  Register  as  to  date  and  time  of 
filing.  When  the  lease  is  issued,  the  information  is  recorded  in  the  Historical  Index 
and  on  the  pertinent  plat.

State  Mineral  Leases  State  ownership  of  mineral  rights  is  indicated  in  the  Mineral  Plat  Book  by 

shading  the  area.  When  a  request  is  received  for  a  mineral  lease,  an  application 
number  is  assigned  and  it  is  recorded  in  the  Mineral  Lease  Application  Register. 
When  the  lease  is  approved  the  lease  number  is  written  on  the  Mineral  Plat,  and 
when  canceled  the  number  is  lined  out.  For  application  numbers  15,000  and  over 
the  lease  number  is  the  same  as  the  application  number.  To  check  out  earlier 
leases  it  is  necessary  to  first  check  the  Mineral  Lease  Application  Plat  to  determine 
the  application  number.  (Since  the  pertinent  information  is  recorded  in  the 
Mineral  Lease  Application  Register,  it  is  better  to  use  this  source  than  to  try  to 
check  the  individual  leases). 
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State  Grazing  Leases  State  ownership  of  surface  rights  is  shown  on  the  County  Plat  Book  by  shading 

the  area.  Whenever  a  grazing  lease  is  issued  an  “L”  and  the  number  of  the  lease 
is  recorded  on  the  County  Plat.  In  this  instance  it  is  not  necessary  to  work  with 
the  application  numbers,  although  they  are  recorded  on  the  lease. 

The  numbers  of  right-of-way  grants  are  also  shown  on  the  County  Plat.
